morning, and ata later period by morning 
vomiting. Both of these varieties are very 
slow in their progress towards cure, and 
very refractory to treatment. This’ latter 
ocoupies a long time, and an essential point, 
of course, is tho practice that has given rise 
to the blindness. Mr, Triguet states that 
in smokers and drinkers, an insidious and 
obstinate form of inflammation of the ear 
(otitis) frequently becomes developed,— 
There is a kind of numbness or torpor of 
the ear, with a sense’ of cold, but hardly 
any pain. ‘There isno wax in tho ear, 
butextreme dryness and minute granula- 
tions in the throat, the passages of the nose, 
and the tubes on each side, leading from the 
mouth, behind the palate to the middle ear. 
Noises in the ear almost always occur at an 
early period, and it is important to notice 
that they have a hissing sound. The dis- 
ease exhibits itself in three periods, 1. 
That of excitement, in which there is in- 
tolerance of noise anda hissing sound in the 
ear, 2, Thatof depression, in which the 
hissing sound disappears, or only remains 
as a distant and feeble echo; and 3, That 
of m paralytic condition of the auditory 
nerve, in which the sense of hearing is more 
or less completely, and often permanently 
lost. In this P ape there is also often 
trembling of tit tongue, embarrassment of 
speech, and disturbance of vision. The 
prognosis is very unfavorable, for those per- 
sons alone are susceptible of cure who will 
consent to leave off the bad habit. 


s@y- Under the capton ‘Mr. Eyre's 
Paooishment,’’ a recent Manchester Guar- 
dian speaks thus of the late Jamaica Gov- 
ernor:—If he had continued in office till 
next midsummer, he would have made up 
the eighteen years of service, as a colonial 
governor, required to entitle him co the full 
amount of pension grantable.

Mr. Levesconte said us there seemed to be much 
difference of gpinion umong legal gentlemen us to 
What chinses of the new Municipal Law came in 
force, us well as their bearings, it would bu advisable 
for the Council to get a proper legal opinion, so that 
all the Returning Officers might act uniformly, 

Mr. G. E. Henderson said there was great differ- 
ence of opinion between Burnsters. The whole of 
the Act came in force except the clauses referring to 
qualification of candidates and electors. One cause 
of difference was whether those assessed for real es- 
tate in the various Wards could vote in each Ward 
in which they were assessed. He himself was of 
opinion that they could not,—while some of the old- 
est Barristers in town thought differenuly. Hon. L. 
Wallbridge had, be understood, given it us bis opin- 
jon that they could vote in each of the four Wards, 
if they wished to do s0. ; 

Mr, Levesconte said the Council could take no ac 
tion that might be construed into interference with 
the action of the Returning officers. They could only 
sugyest that their action should be uniform. 

- G. B, Henderson said the matter was of con- 
siderable importance, and it had occnpied the atten- 
tion of all the newspapers of the Province; the Law 
Journal and the Municipal Manual had each very 
able articles on this point, and yet both differed. 

Mr, Holden eaid it was necessary that the Recurn- 
ing Officers should act uniformly, and that votes re- 
fused in Baldwin Ward should not be taken in Cole- 
man or Ketcheson Wards. The Council had no right 
to say what votes should be received; they could 
only make suggestions to the officers. 

Mr. Levesconte gave it as his opinion that those 
asseased as freebolders bad the right to yote in every 
Ward in town, as there was nothing in the oath to 
preventthem. The right to vote was not a qualifi- 
cation, only an extension of a privileye already pos- 
sessed,—and the whole Act came into force except 
the clauses affecting the qualitication. He did not 
intend to give his views as a legal opinion, but sim- 
ply ws the common-sense reoding of the Act 

Mr. Flint differed from Mr. Wallbridge entirel 
It was not the intention of those who introduced the 
Bill, or those who voted for it, to change the quualifi- 
cation of candidates or electors, or to alter the method 
of voting for 1867, and the qualitication clauses do 
not come in force until September 1867, 

Mr, Levesconte suggested that the matter be left 
in the hands of the Mayor, to obtain an opinion from 
the Attorney General, or in his absence, from the 
Solicitor General.

How to OnEok THE ADULDERATION 
oF Foop.—In Paris, a tradesman conviot- 
ed of selling adultorated articles is sonteno- 
ed not only to a fino, but also to post up in 
a part of bis shop, where it oan be read by 
all who onter it, an official record of his 
conviction, of the date at which it took 
place, of the particulars of the offence, and 
of the penalty imposed—i. e. both the a- 
mount of the fine, and the number of months 
during which ho is required to post this no- 
tice. No evasion is allowed. The report 
is full and officially drawn up and signed, 
It is porfeotly legible and nailed up in the 
most conspicuous part of the shop, say for 
six or twelye months, The police are 
charged to seo that it is not removed or 
covered. I attribute wholly to this law tho 
marked superiority in all articles at all like- 
ly to be adulterated in Paris over London. 
intnye tried the experiment in tho latteries 
at Paris, and overywhere haye found good 
country milk, I was amazed at this, till

tion of responsible men on these and other 
topics. Mr. Parton confinés himself to one
